Save on Your Energy Bill

erhaps you went over your Christmas budget.... or you are trying to save more 
for your toward home improvement or retirement. Below are some energy-sav- 
ing tips that will also save you $$$. 

You may be wondering why we concentrate or $$-saving tips on heating and 
cooling, rather than water heaters and light bulbs. The reason is that your heating 
and air conditioning costs are about 66 percent of your annual energy costs. The 
next largest is your water heater and lighting at less than 10 percent each. That is 
why even small savings on heating and cooling add up all year long and year after 
year to pay back to costs for new equipment or labor. 

One of the easiest ways to be energy efficient is to ensure your attic has at least 
six inches of insulation in good condition. Some houses were first insulated in the 
1960s or 1970s with only a couple of inches of fiberglass. Others were insulated 
with blown-in, loose fiberglass. The loose material has settled over the years and 
doesn’t provide sufficient insulation in either winter or the long, hot summer. 

You can check on line or go to your favorite home improvement store to find 
out how much insulation you need. If you dress to protect yourself from the 
fiberglass and are careful not to step through the ceiling, you can roll out the insu- 
lation bats yourself this Spring while it is still cool in the attic. Otherwise, there 
are many contractors who will do the work for you. The added insulation will 
soon pay for itself by lowering your heating and cooling bills. There are calcula- 
tors available on line to help you calculate the number of months before the sav- 
ings pay for the materials and labor to insulate the ceiling. 

Adjust your home thermostat two degrees cooler in winter and two degrees 
warmer to save 24 kilowatt hours a month. The chart below summarizes the cost of 
electricity in Austin in November 2003. In the summer each kilowatt hour (Kwh)

costs nearly 16 cents; in winter each kWh costs about 14 cents. 


First 500 kilowatts 5.8¢ per kilowatt hour (kWh) 
Additional kilowatts (May-Oct.) 10¢ per kWh 
Additional kilowatts (Nov.-Apr.) 8.3¢ per kWh 


Saving 24 kWh per month saves you $3.84 per month in 
summer and $3.36 per month in winter. That will add up to 
$43 per year, every year, and costs you nothing. Adding a 
free programmable thermostat from Austin Energy will save 
even more because you can reduce heating and cooling costs 
during the hours you are asleep or away at work, but still 
have the house pleasant while you are home and busy. 

Austin Energy also has an energy audit program that helps 
you find other fuel saving measures like caulking cracks, 
weather stripping doors, and perhaps replacing your heater, 
air conditioner or water heater with a more efficient model. 

Austin Energy’s web site has a calculator available to help 
you determine how much you can save by upgrading your 
heating and cooling appliances or using cooler florescent light 
bulbs. Check it out—you may even be eligible for a rebate! +%

Dog Talk: Things Change

ogs ate not static creatures. People expect, and are generally 
Doa of, problematic behaviors with a very young dog. 

Once past their youthful silliness, we will still see changes in 
dogs’ behavior. Some of these changes are part of the normal 
aging process, but others have medical underpinnings. People 
tend to be accepting and tolerant of some changes (weight gain, 
lethargy, lack of interest in things that used to interest the dog) 
but far less tolerant of others (accidents in the house, snapping 
at people). Fortunately, some of these less desirable behaviors 
have their origins in areas that can be addressed relatively easily. 

Changes in Temperment, Growling and Snapping: I often 
hear from people who are concerned about changes in their 
dog’s personality. 

Hypothyroidism: This is a very common health condition in 
dogs that shows up in various ways. Some dogs with hypothy- 
roidism simply gain weight and appear to have low energy. 
Other ways it shows up is with poor coat quality, scratching 
and chewing on itself, heat-seeking behavior, and weight loss 
may show up. But, the dog may also start snapping at people 
and pets it always used to like, fighting with other dogs. If 
hypothyroidism is the basis for this behavior, once the dog is 
on daily supplementation, it should go right back to being the 
sweet dog it always was. The medication is very inexpenstve— 
I get it online for my 50 lb. Airedale mix and I pay about $35 
for a supply that lasts 1 1⁄2 years! Please get in touch with me 
if you would like to talk more about this. 

Changes in Vision: Progressive retinal atrophy (PRA) is a 


fairly common condition in many breeds and even mixed

breed dogs. It can be detected when the dog is fairly young but 
over time, the dog starts losing night vision, then peripheral 
vision and eventually he may lose all vision. Dogs are so adapt- 
able that many people do not realize their dog is losing vision 
or is completely blind! But a dog that is losing peripheral vision 
may snap when approached from the side because he 1s star- 
tled and becomes defensive. This condition is not treatable, 
but if you know your dog has it, all you have to do is talk to 
your dog as you approach and the dog will be put at ease. 

Deafness: A dog that is going deaf may be easily startled 
and may snap out of defensiveness. You can address it easily. 

Pain: A dog that has a fractured tooth, an ear infection or 
painful arthritis may snap when touched in a sensitive area. 
There is a strong survival drive in dogs to conceal their dis- 
abilities lest they could be seen as prey. Be proactive and 
check on your dog’s health regularly. 

Urinary tract infection: UTIs are very common illnesses. It 
is the first thing I recommend people have checked out when 
the accidents are always related to urination. Antibiotics take 
care of the problem. The spots where the dog did urinate 
need to be cleaned with an enzymatic cleaner such as 
Nature’s Miracle. 

Spay incontinence: Some dogs develop problems with 
leaking urine after being spayed. This problem often shows 
up by the dog leaking urine as she sleeps, causing the dog’s 


bed or blanket to end up wet. Inexpensive medications can 
take care of this problem. I pay about $30 for a two-year 
supply! 

I would be happy to talk more in depth with anyone about 
these issues. Although I am not a veterinarian or a vet tech-

onstruction of a new sewer line for Foster Lane to prevent 
Co sewer overflows will continue through early sum- 
mer. Jay Reese Contractors is the contractor. Although the 
original completion date was Spring 2005, continuous rainy 
weather and an abundance of ground water delayed the proj- 
ect. The wet soil complicated construction by making the 
trench walls unstable. This made it necessary to close the 
street to through traffic to protect the public and construction 
workers as remedies to the wet soil were implemented. 

The Austin Clean Water Program is a $200 million program 
managed by the Austin Water Utility to repair and replace 
sewer lines across Austin to prevent sanitary sewer overflows. 
The Environmental Protection Agency has told Austin to 
repair and replace its aging sewer lines by December 2007 or 
face $27,500 in penalties per incident per day. The Foster 
Lane project is one of more than 100 sanitary sewer line proj- 
ects that will be constructed by the 2007 deadline. 

For information about on-going construction projects 
throughout the city, including the Foster Lane project, please 
visit the city’s construction awareness web site.

White Horse Trail Wastewater Improvements project. The 
meeting was Thursday, April 14, at St. John’s Methodist 
Church, 2140 Allandale Road. 

The Austin Clean Water Program, a $200-million initiative 
managed by the Austin Water Utility, provided this informa- 
tion so that you will be aware of these improvements. 
ACWP is inspecting, repairing and replacing sewer lines in a 
community-wide enterprise to prevent sanitary sewer over- 
flows (SSPs), which pose serious environmental and public 
health concerns. 


Here are the recommended improvements: 

1. Installation of 1410 linear feet of 8-inch wastewater 
main in a Shoal Creek tributary that runs between Bull 
Creek Road and Woodview Avenue, from White Rock Drive 
to north of White Horse Trail. 

2. Stabilization of approximately 860 linear feet of both 
banks of a Shoal Creek tributary that runs between Bull 
Creek Road and Woodview Avenue, from White Rock Drive 
to north of White Horse Trail.

ubterranean termites are the most destructive pest of 

wood in the United States, causing more than $2 billion 
in damage each year. Termites are beneficial, breaking down 
wood materials that otherwise would accumulate, but when 
termites move into homes or other structures, they become a 
problem. A thorough yearly inspection can detect a termite 
problem and be used to determine if treatment is required. 
This inspection may be done by the property owner or a 
professional.
